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The Obama touch 

President, first lady make their mark with a diverse state dinner

It is an old tradition, a White House 
dinner governed by ritual and protocol 
that happens to be Washington’s hottest 
social event. But at their first state din- 
ner Tuesday night, President Obama and 
his wife, Michelle, made sure to infuse 
the glittering gala with their distinctive 
touches. 

They hired a new florist, who bedecked 
the tented outdoor dining room with 
locally grown, sustainably harvested 
magnolias and ivy They selected a guest 
chef, Marcus Samuelsson of Aquavit in 
New York, a U.S. citizen who was born 
in Ethiopia, reared in Sweden and cooks 
up melting pots of flavors and cuisines. 

They invited students from poor 
neighborhoods to witness the arrival 
of the guests of honor, Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh of India and his wife, 
Gursharan Kaur, and presented a melange 
of musical entertainment, including 
Jennifer Hudson, Kurt Elling and A. R. 
Rahman, the Indian composer who wrote 
the score to “Slumdog Millionaire.” 

And at the tables, the meatless menu 
included a mix of Indian and American 
favorites, including some black stan- 
dards. 

“He wants to set a tone that’s differ- 
ent,” Vishakha N. Desai, a dinner guest 
and the Indian-born president of the Asia 
Society, said of the president. “Obama’s 
celebrating not just his African-American 
heritage, but the cultural diversity of 
America. And that’s a powerful message 
to send to the world.” 

The evening was a potent mix of poli- 


tics, diplomacy and glamour, with the 
administration’s favored donors mingling 
with lawmakers from Congress, Cabinet 
secretaries, Indian dignitaries in saris and 
Hollywood celebrities decked out in tux- 
edos and designer dresses. The first lady 
wore a stunning, gold sleeveless gown 
created by Naeem Khan, an Indian- 
American designer. 

The guest list included actors Alfre 
Woodard and Blair Underwood, direc- 
tors Steven Spielberg and M. Night 
Shyamalan, writer Jhumpa Lahiri, for- 
mer Secretary of State Colin L. Powell, 


Republican Gov Bobby Jindal of 
Louisiana and Indra Nooyi, the chief 
executive of PepsiCo. 

The Obamas promptly distinguished 
themselves from their predecessors by 
holding their dinner under a grand tent 
on the White House’s South Lawn to 
allow for a more expansive guest list. 
(President Bush held all of his dinners 
indoors, which limited the numbers of 
guests.) And they emphasized some of 
their favorite themes, including biparti- 
sanship, diversity and a focus on healthy 
meals.

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President set 
to ‘finish job*

Signaling an imminent decision on Afghanistan troop levels, 
President Obama said Tuesday he intends to “finish the job” 
and destroy terrorist networks in the region. 

The president said he would announce his decision on 
how many additional soldiers to deploy to Afghanistan after 
Thanksgiving. 

“I feel confident that when the American people hear a 
clear rationale for what we’re doing there and how we intend 
to achieve our goals, that they will be supportive,” he said. 

Obama held his ioth and final war council meeting 
Monday night to assess his Afghanistan strategy in advance 
of his troop decision. He commented Tuesday during a brief 
news conference with Indian Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh, who was at the White House for a state visit. 

“It is in our strategic interests, in our national security 
interest to make sure that al-Qaida and its extremist allies 
cannot operate effectively in those areas,” Obama said. “We 
are going to dismantle and degrade their capabilities and 
ultimately dismantle and destroy their networks.” 

“It is my intention to finish the job,” he said of the war in 
Afghanistan that has been going on for eight years — since 
the Sept, ii, 2001, attacks.

I would describe myself as a pretty festive guy If there is a holiday you 
can bet I’m celebrating it. 

But I’ve come to dread Thanksgiving. It’s actually one of my least 
favorite days of the year.

The answer? Whatever I feel like, which 
can mean basically anything (although it 
usually involves lots of croissants). 

For the past few years, I had soy meat loaf (that all-American classic). 
I’ve had grilled cheese, tofu chicken nuggets, portobello mushrooms 
and pasta. The Thanksgiving when I had a large cheese Pizza Hut pizza 
has become legendary among my friends. 

Being a vegetarian has become much easier in the last few years 
(Burger King even has a veggie burger), but this is the one day of the 
year when I feel like a letdown to society 

For many the idea of not having turkey on Thanksgiving would seem 
to completely ruin the whole meaning of the holiday, like not dressing 
provocatively on Halloween. 

I’ve always been very mindful of my vegetarian lifestyle. I realize that 
most of the country doesn’t have the same dietary restrictions as me. 

I never try to make a big deal about it— to the point where I’ve almost 
become embarrassed to admit I don’t eat meat. And there’s no hiding it 
on Thanksgiving. 

For those of you looking for something to be thankful for, be glad 
you don’t have a day of the year that is basically against you.

PAIR SENTENCED TO PRISON OVER DEADLY STAMPEDE AT BAR

The former owners of the E2 nightclub, 
where a terrifying stampede killed and 
injured patrons in 2003, were each sen- 
tenced to two years in prison Tuesday for not 
closing the second floor of their bar. 

“There are 21 people dead,” said Walter 
Jones Jr., an attorney representing the city 
of Chicago. “If they had closed the place, 
this wouldn’t have happened.” 

A jury in September found club owners 
Dwain Kyles and Calvin Hollins guilty of 
indirect criminal contempt, an offense that 
involves disobedience of a court order and 
carries no recommended prison sentence. 

The city said Kyles and Hollins violated a 
judge’s order to close the entire second floor 
of the club. Their attorneys have argued the 
defendants believed only a portion of the 
second floor was supposed to be vacated. 

Cook County Associate Judge Daniel T. 
Gillespie said Tuesday he had considered giv- 
ing the defendants probation but decided 
that would minimize the serious nature of the 
crime, which was “conscious and willful.” 

Kyles said in court the victims “have 
been on my mind every single day” But he 
insisted that none of his actions prompted 
the tragedy 

After the sentencing, Hollins said he 
knew some of the victims personally and 
would never put his customers and friends 
in harm’s way 


Daley calls meeting to 
hold on to trade shows 

Mayor Daley called labor leaders and 
McCormick Place officials into his office for a 
closed-door meeting Tuesday to talk about 
stopping the exodus of high-profile trade 
shows to other cities by lowering costs at the 
convention center. 

The recent defections of a plastics industry 
trade show to Orlando and the Healthcare 
Information and Management Systems Society 
to Las Vegas were heavy blows, Daley said. 


He added that he intends to appeal. “We’ll 
just continue to battle,” Hollins said. 

High-ranking politicians, a retired law 
enforcement officer and a clergyman testi- 
fied on their behalf, describing Kyles and 
Hollins as pillars of society Roughly three- 
quarters of the audience in the packed court- 
room was there to support the defendants. 


Ruling mixed on new 
O’Hare runway’s results 

In bad weather, O’Hare can handle an average 
of 10 extra arrivals each hour compared with 
before a new runway opened one year ago, 
the Federal Aviation Administration said 
Tuesday. Chicago Aviation Commissioner 
Rosemarie Andolino points to the new runway 
as the reason for improvements in on-time 
flight performance. But the FAA said most of 
the reduction in delays at O’Hare is caused by 
the downturn in the airline business. 


Outside the courtroom, Rep. Bobby Rush 
(D-Ill.) was critical of the jail sentence, say- 
ing it deflected blame from the city’s failure 
to respond appropriately to trouble at the 
club. 

“Rather than calling for rescue personnel, 
the city called for riot personnel,” Rush said. 
“Something’s wrong with that.” 


Crystal Lake Army mechanic 
dies in Afghanistan attack 

Spc. Jason A. McLeod, 22, of Crystal Lake, was 
three weeks from leave to see his wife and 
infant daughter when he was killed in a mortar 
attack in Afghanistan, a relative said Tuesday. 
On his second tour of duty, the 2006 graduate 
of Crystal Lake Central High School had 
earlier been deployed to Iraq. He worked as 
a mechanic on Humvees in the Army’s 112th 
Infantry, according to his mother-in-law, Julie 
Ghannam, of Cary. 



Homicide tracker

Chicago experienced an unusual weekend in 
terms of the number of murders recorded, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

Police logged one homicide this weekend 
(and just two for the entire week). On Saturday, 
a 23-year-old man was shot to death and the van 
the man was driving crashed into a church in the 
7500 block of South Marshfield Avenue, police 
said. 

In Chicago last year, more than half of 
murders occurred on a Friday, Saturday or 
Sunday, according to a police department report. 
Chicago’s last weekend with one homicide was 
from Oct. 16-18. A 40-year-old man was shot to 
death in West Englewood that weekend, RedEye 
found. 

To compare, one of the worst weekends for 
deadly violence was the Fourth of July holiday 
weekend. From July 3-5, 10 people were shot 
to death, one man was beaten to death, one 
man was fatally stabbed and one woman was 
strangled to death, RedEye’s analysis found. 

Police data show the number of murders tend 
to rise when the temperature rises. 

So far this month, there have been 27 
homicides, including a fatal car crash that killed 
two people in Greater Grand Crossing. The 
driver in that crash initially was charged with 
reckless homicide. Police logged 38 murders in

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Kiddieland rides 
on auction block

Kiddieland, the Melrose Park amusement park, opened one last time Tuesday 
morning for an auction of its rides. 

Carnival enthusiasts and long-time regulars packed the parking lot for a final 
goodbye, with the park turning on the lights on its rides one last time. Scheduled 
for auction were 430 separate pieces of park history— from carousel horses to 
popcorn carts to bumper cars. 

A private collector from Atlanta bought the first major ride of the day, with a 
winning bid of $17,000 for the bumper cars. The carousel later went for $355,000 
to a Westmont business owner who plans to refurbish it. The Little Dipper roller 
coaster sold for $33,000 to Six Flags in Gurnee; it will be put in the park’s kiddie 
section hopefully by 2010. 

On Sept. 27, Kiddieland closed its doors after an 81-year run, the result of a 
dispute between the faction of the family that operated the amusement park and 
another that owns the land and wanted to see it put to better economic use. 

Costco is interested in building a store at the site at First and North avenues in 
Melrose Park. The park’s operators had been ordered to vacate the property by 
the end of the year. 

Tuesday’s auction was necessitated after plans fell through to sell the rides to 
someone willing to relocate them to a new site in the Chicago area. 

Co-owner Tom Norini said he didn’t want to sell off his park in a piece-by-piece 
auction but felt he had no choice. The Kiddieland bumper cars at the Melrose Park amusement park sold Tuesday for $17,000. In all, 430 pieces of

□ AMPATUAN, Philippines The Philippine 
president placed two southern provinc- 
es under emergency rule Tuesday as security 
forces unearthed more bodies, pushing the 
death toll to 46 in some of the deadliest elec- 
tion violence in the nation’s history 

Police and soldiers found 22 bodies 
in a hillside mass grave Tuesday, adding 
to the 24 bullet-riddled bodies recov- 
ered near the scene of Monday’s massa- 
cre in Maguindanao province, said Chief 
Superintendent Josefino Cataluna of the 
Central Mindanao region. 

This southern region of the Philippines is 
wracked by violent political rivalries, in addi- 
tion to a long-running Islamic insurgency, 
but the killings have shocked this Southeast 
Asian nation. One adviser to President 
Gloria Macapagal Arroyo has described the 
massacre as the worst in the country’s recent 
history A media rights watchdog also says it 
appears to be the world’s worst mass killing 
of journalists, with as many as 20 reportedly 
among the dead. 

Dozens of gunmen abducted the group 
of journalists, supporters and relatives of 


a gubernatorial candidate as they traveled 
through Ampatuan township Monday to 
file candidacy documents in the provincial 
capital for May 2010 elections. 

The gubernatorial candidate, Ismael 


Mangudadatu, who was not a part of the 
convoy, accused a powerful political rival 
from the Ampatuan clan of being behind the 
slayings. There is a longstanding bitterness 
between the two families.

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Fallen boxer’s organs to go to 5 
recipients, including mom’s cousin

Evaristo Rodriguez was speaking as a father— not as a trainer— 
when he urged his son Francisco this summer to abandon his pro 
boxing career as “Kid Aztec” to support his newborn daughter. 

“Dad, you opened all these doors to me and now you want to 
close them?” he recalls his son asking. 

“Son,” he replied, “I would never take anything away from you.” 

So it was that Francisco Rodriguez's father and older brother 
were in his corner last weekend when the popular and accom- 
plished Chicago boxer suffered fatal injuries in a title fight in 
Philadelphia . He was 25. 

In their Logan Square home Tuesday, the tight-knit boxing 
family wrestled with guilt that Rodriguez had kept boxing. But 
the grief temporarily gave way to the proud news that Rodriguez 
would continue helping the family even in death. 

His organs were donated to five people, including a cousin of 
his mother, who will get a kidney transplant. 

“Francisco will still walk the face of this Earth in others,” said 
older brother Alex Rodriguez, his business manager. 

Evaristo Sr. had been a professional fighter in Mexico, and he 
always wished that one of his sons would follow that path. His 
brothers had encouraged Rodriguez to pursue his dream, saying 
they would offer whatever financial support they could. Alex said 
he thought his own job as an electrician was more dangerous. 

Rodriguez, like brother Evaristo Jr., would win a national 
Golden Gloves title. He also competed in the U.S. Olympic tri-

als in 2004. Above all, friends and relatives said, he wanted to live 
up to his family’s boxing legacy 

Friday’s fight was for a minor title that could have been a 
steppingstone into the world rankings. If Rodriguez had lost, 
his father believed that he might have retired. He is survived by 
his wife, Sonia, and their 5-month-old daughter, Ginette. 

At the family home, adorned with crucifixes and one of 
Rodriguez’s title belts, relatives said they have replayed Friday’s 


fight over and over in their minds. 

Rodriguez was stunned by an early flurry from opponent Teon 
Kennedy that nearly knocked him out in the first round. But 
he came back to hurt Kennedy, leaving him with a swollen eye. 
The fight remained competitive until the referee stopped it in 
the 10 th round. 

Throughout, Rodriguez was responding to a doctor’s ques- 
tions and showed no visible sign of injury, his father said. 

Rodriguez’s father and brother acknowledge they bear a hor- 
rible weight: They were the only ones who could stop the fight. 

“We all want to blame ourselves,” brother Alex said. “But he 
went out doing what he loved to do. How many people wouldn’t 
want that?” 

Rodriguez’s family decided to donate his organs. The Gift of 
Life Donor Program in Philadelphia said there would be five 
recipients, and that all the transplants would occur this week. 

The cousin of Rodriguez’s mother has been on dialysis and 
needs a kidney. The family declined to identify the man, who lives 
in the Chicago area, saying they want to protect his privacy 

The only comfort that the family can offer Rodriguez now is 
on a table in the corner of the living room. Next to images of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe is a glass of water. 

Alex Rodriguez said he left it there in case his brother grows 
thirsty on his journey to heaven, a typical gesture for a Mexican 
immigrant family in mourning. 

As tough as it was, Evaristo Sr. said he has no regrets that he 
was witness to his son’s death. 

Fighting back tears, he said, “There was no other person that 
should have been there.”

Black Wednesday returns as the 
holiday season’s unofficial 
mid-week bar fest 





teve Lys has his own Turkey 
Day tradition. Every year, 
he meets up with friends 
the Wednesday night before 
Thanksgiving for a mini-potluck. But 
when the clock strikes io or n p.m., 
they drop the stuffing and hit the bars. 

“There’s a sense of freedom because 
no one has anything to do the next 
day— no class, no work, no preparing,” 
the 22-year-old from Rogers Park said. 

Lys isn’t alone in honoring what has 
become known in Chicago as Black 
Wednesday That oh-so-boozy holiday 
when old friends get together for a night 
on the town before hunkering down with 
the family has become more mainstream 
of late. While the unofficial bash is famil- 
iar to anyone who’s lived in the city for 
more than, say, 12 months, this year, even a 
Windy City newbie would be hard-pressed 
to pass over the avalanche of information 
about organized bar crawls, specials and 
events popping up all over the city 
“Black Wednesday has become its own 
little phenomenon,” said Mickey Sigler, 
general manager at Crimson Lounge in River 
North. “Clubs are getting more competitive 
with {the holiday], and it’s kind of cool.” He 
said he’s seen events for the pseudo holiday 
since at least the 1990s, but he’s noticed an 
uptick in the latter half of this decade. 

Sigler, who said he expects 1,500 people 
to walk through Crimson’s doors Wednesday 
night— almost double the patrons of a typical 
Saturday— is increasing staffing for the night. 
He said it’s not unlike the New Tear’s rush. 

“On New Tear’s Eve there are huge, high 
expectations; you pay a lot for a package and 
often feel disappointed,” he said. “There’s no 
expectations for Black Wednesday, which makes 
the outcome of the night even better.” 

Katelyn Lobascio, social events manager at Joe’s 
Bar on Weed Street, says it’s one of the craziest bar 
nights of the year. 

“Everyone in the world has Thursday off,” she 
said. “People get riled up about mid-week drink- 
ing, especially when they know everyone else is out 
doing the same thing.” 

Lobascio said the bar is really trying to step up its 
Thanksgiving Eve festivities— it’s hosting the Devil 
from Acapulco, a beloved spring break performer for 
many college grads. Joe’s, like many other bars in the 
city, also is offering an inclusive drink package. 


Whether it’s at the eight-pub Black Wednesday 
Wrigleyville Bar Crawl (start: Rebel Bar & Grill, 3462 
N. Clark St.) or a DJ-centric party at Simone’s Bar 
(960 W 18th St.) in Pilsen, nightlifers won’t be at a loss 
when it comes to imbibing Wednesday 

“People are in town and it’s a chance to reconnect 
with old friends and make new ones,” said Jason Erkes, 
president of Chicago Sport and Social Club, which is 
hosting its first Black Wednesday event this year at 
Bull & Bear in River North. 

Among those out on the town will be Dave Nichols, 
30, from Old Town, who considers himself an expert 
on the unofficial holiday— he’s been partaking in the 
festivities since college. Every year, he says, there’s a 
debate between his friends as to whether they’ll go to 
the suburbs where he’s from or go out in the city for 
the holiday This year, he thinks city plans will win. 

“Eve seen bars promoting it on Facebook; it seems 
like the advertising is getting a little ridiculous for the 
holiday this year,” he said. “I think bars have realized 
the revenue potential there, and patrons love a good 
excuse to go out and get rocked.” 

As for Lys? He’ll be out all night. 

‘A lot of people have Thanksgiving with family they 
don’t like,” he said. “Wednesday’s a chance to hang out 
with your friends and not worry about it.”

The verdict: The apocalypse probably won’t have a 
soundtrack, yet there’s that pesky score during every 
heavy-handed emotional moment. Director John 
Hillcoat captures the gray-brown desolation of a world 
dying along with its citizens, and Mortensen provides 
a solid foundation when the movie slides into melo- 
drama. It’s too bad the film shies away from brutality 
and becomes so monotonous, offering not enough emo- 
tion or commentary about survival instincts at war with 
humanity —and the way human behavior 
at the end of the world isn’t so far from 
the way we are every day

With Thanksgiving dinner, there are as many wine pairing possibilities 
as there are recipes for stuffing. Why? 

It all has to do with the vast spectrum of flavors present in a Turkey 
Day meal: tart and tangy cranberry sauce, sweet yams covered in 
marshmallows, savory turkey, buttery mashed potatoes and rich and 
meaty gravy It is difficult to find one or 
two styles of wines that can handle all of 
these flavors. The other challenge is find- 
ing wines that will appeal to your family 
members, who may or may not fall in line 
with the recommended pairings. 

To remedy these two issues— without
